TWO KILLED, MANY INJURED.

DISASTER OCCURRED ON THE M. & 
0., NEAR TUPELO, MISS. 


The Names of the Victims Have Not 
Yet Been Learned, and the Cause 
of the ident Is Not 


Explained. whe 


TUPELA, Miss., March 2.—The Mobile @ 
Ohio train, with the Second Missouri Volun- 
teer Regiment on board, was wrecked here 
this morning. 

Two men are known to have been killed 
and six serlously injured, and a number of 
others hurt, but not dangerously. 

Six coaches in the long train were ovefr- 
turned and piled ina mass below the track. 

The names of the men killed and injured 
have not yet been learned, nor is the 
cause of the wreck explained, 

The Second Missouri ts a militia regiment 
recruited from Jefferson City, Sedalia, 
Carthage, Columbia, Joplin, Nevada, Cline. 
ton, Butler, Pierce City, Lamar, Golden City 
and Adrian. 
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The fact that one pa¥ticipant in the profit 
of that piece of legisiation was all but in- 
dicted by a grand jury is one of the rea- 
sons that induced the Major comm.ttee to 
put the Central Traction bill on its pro- 
gramme.

BERLIN, March 2.—Prof. Wasserman, 
one of Prof. Koch's ablest pupils, is be- 
lieved to have discovered a new serum for 
the cure of pneumonia. He inoculated 
rabbits with the pneumocuccus bacillug, 
which is generally believed to cause pneu- 
monia. and with the serum thus gained 
he inoculated mice suffering from pneu- 
monia.

HE WAS TOO MUCH MARRIED. 


His St. Louis Wife, Mrs. Alberta 
Thatcher, Thought She Was Legal- 
ly Married Till After His Death. 


Information has just reached St. Loule 
of the death last month of Mrs. Rosamond 
M. Thatcher, one of the wives of the late 
Don C. Thatcher. .Mrs. Thatcher died at 
the home of her brother, Henry Bogardus, 
in Noble, ‘Mich. She had been in bad health 
for several years. She was about 4 years 
old. 


Mrs. Rosamond Thatcher proved her | 
claim to be considered Don C. Thatcher's 
legal widow. When the true etory of Don 
Thatcher's matrimonial ventures became 
known, Mrs, Alberta Thatcher, the wife 
with whom he was living at the time of 
his death, gracefully withdrew her rights 
as widow, although she had been regularly 
married to Thatcher in London. 

Mrs. Rosamond Thatcher's life was most 
eventful. Her husband's easy-going views 
on the divorce question and his rather re- 
markable ability te a.

ey Retion. She and her husband 
were married in New York. They came to 
St. Louis where Mr. Thatcher etarted a 
restaurant. He was a shrewd business man 
with an aptitude for catering and he raplid- 
ly made money. Mr. and Mrs. Thatcher 
were said to have lived an un unpleasant 
domestic life and upon one occasion, it is 
alleged, she horse-whipped him on the 
street after detecting him in some Lothario- 
like transactions. The up-shot of it all 
was that Mrs. Thatcher went back to New 
York alone. 

Mr. Thatcher stayed in St. Louls and con- 
tinued to make money. He was in the 
habit of running over to Europe when he 
felt like taking a iittle vacation. On one 
of these European tours he was introduced 
to the handsome and intellectual daughter 
of an English lawyer. He was 80 Iim- 
pressed with her that he traveled with her 
and ar ov Continent. 
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Thatcher calmly came back to America and 
to St. Louls with a brand new wife. 
seemed deeply attached to her. A son, who 
was named for the father, was born to 
them. All the time Mr. Thatcher was liv- 
ing with wife No. 2, to whom he was mar- 
ried in London by special license, he was 
sending money regularly to wife No. 1, who 
knew her husband had filled her place, but 
made no fuse about it till after his demise. 

Mr. Thatcher died in 1896. Death resulted 
from an accidental fall into the basemen: 
of the Century Theater, which was then 
being constructed. The announcement that 
Don ©. Thatcher was dead brought Mrs. 
Rosamond Thatcher from the East. Mrs. 
Rosamond and Mre. Alberta and their re- 
spective attorneys had several consulta- 
taions. They wrote to the little canton in 
Switzerland, where Mr. Thatcher said he 
had been divorced. Reply came back that 
no divorce had ever been granted in Swit- 
gerland to Don Thateher. Then Mrs. Al- 
berta deferred to 'Mrs. Rosamond, surren- 
dering her right to sue, as the widow, for 
damages for Thatcher's death.

The people talked all the while of 
erilme and criminals. They were partic- 
ularly joyful over the acquittal of young 
Jease James. Finally they touched on their 
own dealings. The Kelley woman had 
some money which ahe divided among the 
en. 

“The woman was seen in the holdorer 
Thursday morning. She took her inecarcera- 
tion as coolly as though it were nothing 
new. She is rather large and hae dig. 
brown, bold eyes. The police found two 
bolts of se and a skirt. The wo- 
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were who were arrested in her room. 

The little Fisher boy has the appearance 
of a finished criminal, despite his tender 
years. He is well dressed, and wears knee 
pants. He says his parents live in Chicago 
where they conduct a grocery at 
W. Taylor st. He mane in Chicago concert 
halls and in saloons. He says he came to 
St. Louis a week ago with William Murphy 
and never met the Kelley gang until es- 
day night. He did not know they were 
suspects until the police broke into the 
room. He did not sing here because he 
could not find ‘employment. 

The pollce think the boy was used for what 
they term “‘transom climbing.”’ They think 
they will be able to find evidence against 
the gang and will make a thorough search 
of the premises Thursday. 

Chief Desmond said Thursday, after par- 
tially looking up the records of the men, 
that the bunch of arrests were the best 
made in years. 

The man who gave his name as Fred 
Gabel, the chief says, is Sterling David- 
son. He is also known under the alias of 
Harley Hall. He has served, according to 
Desmond, three penitentiary terms, five 
years at Jefferson City, five years in Min- 
resota and four years in ‘Milwaukee. He 
was identified by Detective Tom MeGrath. 
On April 11 Detective McGrath arrested him 
and he was given hours. 

In his pockets there were found two pic- 
tures of Kate Kelly, the woman arrested 
with the gang. She was known then, the 
chief says, as Annie Miller. 

The man who gave his name as William 
Kelly is alleged to be William Scully. 
Scully's brother killed Dink Daly at Seventh 
and Ohestnut sts. last April. The night 
Daly was killed the woman then known 
as Annie Miller was with him. 

Scully's brother was acquitted on the 
grounds of self defense. It is now thought 
the woman is Scully's wife and her asso- 
clation with Daly may have led to the 
tragedy. 

The man who ealid he was John Klein 
was identified by Detective McGrath aa 
Frank Lee. detective arrested him 
Oct. 11, 1897. at the South Side parade on 
Broadway and Rutger st. He was fined $10 
and «given hours.

FRESH BLIZZARD HAS DESCENDED 
ON COLORADO. 


SUFFERING IN THE CAMP. 


Railroads Again Blockaded West of 
Leadville, and One Meal a Day of 
Potatoes and Water a Luxury. 


—_—-— Se - —-— 


LEADVILLE, Colo., March 2.--For six 
weeks it has snowed almost continuously 
in this section of the State, and now a 
blizzard of unusual severity is again block- 
ading the railroads and threatens another 
coal famine. At funerals held here to-day 
it was necessary to have the coffins and 
mourners on toboggans, dragged by men on 
enowshoes, and then it was impossible to 
get to the cemetery. 

The mining camps of Dillon, Kokomo, Cli- 
max and Wheeler, which have been cut off 
from train service for five weeks, are in 
bad straits. The road dug 12 miles through 
the snow, which was simply a cut eight 
feet deep, is again filled in with 
snow. Many families are living on one 
meal a day, which consists of bread, po- 
tatoes and water. Suffering has already 
begun, while the storm is worse than ever. 
Hardy miners on toboggans will endeavor 
to remove women and children to Leadville 
for safety. The railroads in that locality 
are covered by frogen snowbanks W feet 
high in places, and it will be necessary to 
use dynamite to clear the track. 

Here 1500 men have been laid off on ac- 
count of the blockaded roads to the mines. 
The smeltere have curtailed their forces on 
account of lack of coke and ore.

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FEAR FORCED TRUTH, 
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BECKER CONFESSED TO SAVE HIS 
SECOND WIFE. 


CHICAGO POLICE ARE PUZZLED. 


The Prisoner Says He Threw His Wife 
Into the Lake, and That There 
Was No Blood Shed. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 2.—August Becker 
threw his wife into the lake. This is the 
sausage maker's confession to the police. 

His love for the Sutterlin girl he gave as 
his motive for confessing. ‘The police are 
searching for Mrs. Becker’s body. 

Becker till now stoutly maintained his 
innocence, declaring that he and his first 
wife had quarreled and agreed to sep- 


arate; that he had taken her to the Good- 
rich Docks and put her on a boat bound 
for Milwaukee, where she expected to live 
with her sister. 

The Milwaukee story was proved to be 
faise. About the same time blood stains 
were found in the barn in the rear ef the 
Becker ‘home. In spite of these discoy- 
eries, Becker stuck to his story. 

Yesterday he was made to go with offi- 
cers tO every point he claimed to have 
Visited in his purchase of rings and a silk 
dress for his new wife, and to the Good- 
rich Docks, where he claimed to have seen 
Mrs. Becker the first go away to Milwaukee 
with a4 man known to him as Mike. 

When taken back to the station, Becker 
was in a bad frame of mind. Captain 
Lavin caught him in a number of glaring 
Misstatements, and finally he tossed his 
head deflantly and declared that he had 
killed his wife. 

“I killed her Jan. 27,"" said Becker. ‘‘We 
were downtown together that day. In the 
afternoon we etrolled over to the Randolph 
street viaduct. There we began quarreling. 
My wife accused me of not being true to 
her, and I, in turn, accused her of not loy- 
ing me. TI -became very angry and threw 
her into the river near one of the Illinois 
Central slips. Then I went back to my 
home.’’ 

The police maintain that the blood stains 
found in the barn are human. Becker gays 
that they came from a calf he Killed there 
recently. Then again, Becker announced 
to the Sutterlein family shortly before ll 
o'clock the morning of Jan, 27 that his 
housekeeper (his wife) had gone to Mil- 
waukee and that he was anxious to hasten 
his marriage to (Miss Eda, while in his con- 
fession he says that he killed his wife late 
in the afternoon of the same ef There 
are several other contradictions of less im- 
portance.

KANSAS CITY BAND DISPERSES IN 
NEW ORLEANS. 


SHIPS WOULD NOT TAKE THEM. 


Some of the Soldiers of Fortune Re- 
turn Home, Others Take $8 and 
do the Micawber Act. 


NEW ORLEANS, La.,. March 2.—The 
filibustering expedition organized in Kan- 
sas City to go to Central America is a 
“fizzle.” Two-thirds of the men have gone 
back to the city in which they were Tfe- 
cruited, and the other third have accepted 
$8 each and called “it all square.’’ 

The Collector of the Port here was ap- 
prised officially of the coming of the 112 
and was prepared to stop the party if it 
attempted to violate the neutrality laws 
of the nation, but the sudden failure of 
the scheme was directly due to the New 
Orleans representative of the Honduran 


Government. As soon as the party disem- 
barked from the Illinois Central train yes- 
terday he hastened to the office of the 
Macheca line of steamships, which com- 
any had contracted to land the men at 
2orto Barrios, and protested against al- 
lowing the adventurers to take passage on 
any of the company’s boats. Manager 
\Macheca heeded the protest and informed 
the Consul that he would not permit the 
Missourians to sail on any of his ships. 

At first none of the officers who had been 
at the head of the party appeared, but 
finally a young fellow named Fitzgerald 
mounted a box and frankly told the men 
that the expedition was a failure. He said 
that the steamship company had refused 
to take the party to Honduras and that 
there was no other way of getting there. 
He offered the men return tickets to Kansas 
City, the point of recruiting, or $8 apiece in 
cash. He said that the men who wanted 
the money would be given §& cents to get 
a bed and breakfast with, and that they 
would receive the balance of the money, 
$7.50, in the morning. 

The men, reckless fellows that they are, 
took the announcement ood naturedly, 
oheering young Fitzgerald. 80 the cele- 
brated expedition ended. 

y 7 Whitten, the Kansas City lawyer 
who was at the head of the party when 
it started southward, rode in the Pullman 
as far as Memphis and there left the train 
with the surgeon and two or three friends, 
whoge names could not be learned.

GET OUT OF CUBA 


There is far-sce!ng wisdom in the Foraker amendment to the 
army appropriation bill. 

This provides ‘that no franchises or concessions of any kind 
whatever shall be granted by the United States or by any 
authority whatever for which the United States is responsible 
in the island of Cuba during the occupation there by the 
United States, and provided further that the pacification of the 
Teland of Cuba having beer accomplished, the President is 
hereby authorized to withdraw the military forces of the 
United States therefrom and to leave the government and 
control of the island to its people.” 

Mere is a distinct recognition of the fact that Cuba has 
been pacified and that the duty of this government under its 
“Own pledge is discharged. If we remain there any longer it 
Will not be to “pacify,’’ but for some other purpose. 

What that purpose is may be guessed from the reference in 
the Foraker amendment to franchises and concessions. For 
this government to grant franchises in Cuba to its own citizens 
ig an act of usurpation without support in law, morals or 
decency, and that such usurpation is contemplated is clear 
from this proviso against it.

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SPAIN’S CRISIS AND THE TREATY. 


Sagasta’s resignation is believed to foreshadow the rejection 
of the Paris treaty by the Spanish Cortes, but if this expecta- 
tion shall prove correct the treaty will not necessarily fail. 

The Queen Regent is empowered to ratify the treaty and to 
cede the Philippines. Referring the treaty to the Cortes was 
merely a bit of political strategy to shift the responsibility 
from the throne. Refusal by the Cortes to accept the respon- 
sibility embarrasses the Ministry and forces a ministerial 
crisis, but it ia not probable that the Government will ulti- 
mately refuse ratificaton. 

The action of the Cortes, to some extent, embarrasses the 
United States Government by withholding formal legal war- 
rant for exercising all the rights of sovereignty in the Philip. 
pines. But the terms of the treaty are accomplished facts 
that cannot be undone by Spain. 

Spain's dilly-dallying may offer the United States an op- 
portunity to gracefully get out of a bad bargain. Since Spain 
hesitates to give us the Philippine Pandora box, we might drop 
it to great advantage morally, politically and pecuniarily.

Vernie Richards Probably 
Mortally Wounded. 


Vernie Richards of 9271 N. Twentieth st. 
Was shot and probably fatally injured at 
Breese Lake, a few miles from Venice, 
Wednesday afternoon while fishing. 

He was in a ekiff and was shot by some 
one who was concealed in the bushes on the 
shore. 

Richards and Gamuel Filbert of 1807 
Washington av., each about 17 years old. 
Went to the lake Wednesday to fish. They 
hired a skiff and were floating about on the 
lake when the crack of a rifle was heard. 

Richards was standing up in the boat. 
He sank down with a cry of pain. The 
bullet had lodged in his right hip. 

Filbert rowed the boat to the wooded 
Shore. The person who had fired the shot 
bead disappeared. 

Richards was not able to walk, Filbert 
left him lying im the boat and ran to a 
farmers house for help. The farmer took 
the wounded boy to the Venice Ferry in ae 
wegon, and Filbert brought him across the 
river. An ambulance took him to the North 
_ Dispensary, and Dr. Randall attended 

m. 

The Doctor found that the wound had 
Probably been inflicted by a 44-caliber bul- 
let. It had penetrated so far that it could 
not be removed. The boy was forwarded to 
the City Hospital.

Secretary John H. Holmes has made ‘his 
17th annual report to the Humane Society, 


showing the accomplishment of continued. 


g00d work. 

In dealing with children the Secretary 
says that many cases have required days 
of patient inguiry and investigation, and 
to all of them he gave such care and at- 
tention aS Was necessary to properly rem- 
edy the trouble and care for the child or 
children. 

During the year 126 cases were reported 


at the office, in which 279 children were 
involved. In cases the parent or par- 
ents were admonished and four times prose- 
cutions were entered. Sixty-seven children 
have been placed in homes, cared for by 
relatives or deeded to the society, through 
its influence. 

Regarding animals, 2280 cases have been 
attended to and remedied; 82 were reported 
to the office, the remainder coming under 
the observance of the officers. There were 
8% prosecutions, 72 convicted or pleaded 
gulity, two bonds forfeited, three discharged 
and four dismissed. 

Scattered throughowt the city the society 
has 2 fountains for the use of animals; 
and the number that quench their thirst at 
these monuments of humanity cannot be 
estimated. The latge fountain on the 
Bridge Square, presented to this society by 
Mr, William Barr, is the largest and it {s 
not an unfrequent sight during the heated 
term to see 16 animals at one time at it, 
while others are waiting a chance to get 
to the water. 

The anvbulance for the use of disabled 
animals has frequently been used during 
the past year. Fifty-one animals have 
been moved in it, and word has reached 
the office that several valuable horses have 
been saved by its timely use.

NEW YORK, March 2.—In its review of 
trade conditions, the Iron Age will say to- 
day:.

Tt is true that a number of large new or 
remodeled plants in the Central West are 
to fall into line after the first of July and 
that furnaces now idle are expected to 
start in soon.

Testimeny of a Soldier Before 
the Military Court. 


CONTENTS - WERE  PUTRID. 


MEN MADE SICK BY EATING THE 
MEAT. 


Cans Produced by the Court Were Said 
by Witness to Be a Different 
Kind From Those He Saw 
in the Army. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The War De- 
partment Court of Inquiry held a long ex- 
ecutive session before beginning the exam- 
ination of witnesses to-day. The testimony 
of Clarence Walters of the First Volun- 
teer Engineers of New York, was impor- 
tant.

Criminal. 


MASTER OF HIS TEMPER. 


He Is Champion Gymnast, Well Bred, 
and No One Would Suspect Him 
of Doing Any Unconven- 
tional Thing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 2.—Indicted for 
murder and facing the accusation of de- 
liberately poisoning two persons, Mrs. Kate 

Adams and ‘Henry C. Barnet, Roland B. 
Molineaux will be brought to trial the first 
week in April for a crime that has had no 
parallel in New York. 


Molineaux was arraigned to-day. The 
court room was packed when Molineaux 
took a position beside ‘his counsel, Messrs. 


Weeks and Battle. 

Mr. Weeks asked that time should be 
given to the defense before pleading and 
suggested about a week. District Attorney 
Gardiner protested, but was overruled by 
Recorder Goff, who set next Tuesday as 
the day for pleading. 

The proceedings in court 0 
about six minutes. After a colloquy be- 
tween Mr. Weeks and Col. Gardiner, re- 
garding a possible motion to examine into 
the records of the Grand Jury, Molineaux 
was led out of the court room. He shook 
hands with some of his friends in the rear 
of the court room and appeared to be per- 
fectly at ease. 

The statement is made in official quarters 
that two other persons will be indicted as 
Molineaux's confederates. Their names, of 
course, cannot be given now. Notwith- 
standing the strong evidence against him 
Molineaux has the moral support and con- 
fidence of a large majority of h's club- 
mates. 

His warm personal friends in the club 
—probably 16, for Molineaux did not culti- 
vate intimates—have all along scouted the 
possibility of hie guilt. 

Notwithstanding the arrest, these. close 
friends assert their confidence in Molin- 
eaux'’s ability to prove his innocence.

The prisoner in the Tombs offers an op- 
portunity for study by experts in crimin- 
ology. arently he is to-day the least 
concerned man in New York. If guilty, he 
is the most remarkable prisoner that ever 
entered the Tombs. 

‘Molineaux is a man of singularly pleas- 
ing address. His manner has all the suav- 
ity that is naturally associated with 
French descent. His voice is soft and gen- 
tle. One cannot think it possible for him 
to shout. no matter what the provocation. 
He is about five feet seven inches tall and 
weighs, in ordinary street attire, between 
140 and 150 pounds. 

Although he is a champion gymnast, 
Molineaux does not look ruddy or in any 
way like the typical athlete. He has small 
bones, although his hands, from much ex- 
ercise on the horizontal bar, have become 
broad and strong and covered with rugged 
muscles. Nevertheless, the hands are 
white and well kept. Even in gymnasium 
costume Molineaux does not look the 
athlete. His arms and legs and body are 
encased in muscles which, though powerful 
and flexible, are not rominent. Sym- 
metry and grace re his chief SS be 
characterictics. He is round-bod and 
round-limbed. 

Molineaux has chestnut brown hair that 
shows galints of lighter color when the sun 
shines full upon it. It {s beginning to grow 
thin at the front, and a tiny bald spot 
shows at the back of his head. He has 
a high, broad, smooth forehead, a straight 
nose, tilted slightly upward; a short upper 
lip, a broad mouth, Ips neither thick nor 
thin, a broad, firm, projecting chin with a 
deep dimple in the middle of it, and a 
strong oval, thick-boned jaw. The jaw is 
the dominant feature. 

Molineux’s eyes are 
grayish-hazel color. 
pleasant, smiling eyes, 
nent. They are set deep under strong 
brows. The eyelids show fine lateral 
wrinkles. The strongest impression Moli- 
neux makes upon one who meets him for 
the first time is that of agreeableness. It is 
Ympossible to imagine him saying or doing 
an ill-bred thing or losing his temper and 
behaving rashly. He seems so suave, so 
well balanced, so perfectly master of him- 
self. 

Molineux first became noted as a gym- 
nast while exercising in the Young Men's 
Christian Association gymnasium in 
Brooklyn. He attracted so much attention 
that his friends induced him to become a 
member of the New York Athletic Club. 
As a representative of that club ‘he won a 
horizontal bar championship in 188% from a 
field of 17 performers. In 1886 and 1887 he 
did not compete, for he was enjoying life 
on a ranch in the far West, working hard 
and riding as hard as any of the cowboys 
among whom he lived. He returned to 
New Tork in 1888 and won the champion- 
ship in that year and in 18898. He was in 
a class by himself. None of the other 
amateurs could approach him. 

He performed feats n+ not only 
great strength, but wonderful skill and 
power of balancing. No other amateur in 
America has ever duplicated his feats, and 
he was a better, more daring and more 
graceful performer on the bar than the 
average professional gymnast. Nothing 
ever seemed to require an effort on his 
part. The difficult and daring throws, 
shoots and somersaults on the double hori- 
zontal bars which he performed have been 
excelled by few professionals, and the did 
them all with the same quiet manner that 
characterized his ordinary deportment.

H. Phelps of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad before Christmas, with the letter 
Which accompanied it.

just as he received it. ‘He has never signed 
the contract contained in it. He was 
ehrewd enough to realize that the ticket 
was valuable evidence in his hands, for 
his own protection. 

Mr. Christy had no hesitation in showing 
the ticket and the letter to the Post-Die- 
patch correspondent. 

The ticket ‘s of the blue striped variety. 
which is given exclusively to members of 
the Legisiiture. The cover and mileage 
Strip are striped broadly down the center 
with blue. lt differs from the mileage books 
that are sold, in bearing a stamp which 
limits iis use to the Missouri! Pacific lines 
fn Missouri. 

1898, and ix punched to 
expire Dec. 27, 1899. As in the case of 
the mileage book whitch bore the Sena- 
tor’s name, the Christy book bears on the

Shortly after 8 o’clock Sheriff Turney ar- 
rived on a Missouri Pacific train with Jones 
and went to the emigrants’ room to awalt 

| the time to board a train for Fulton. 

The negro was handcuffed and at first 


ease, but as a curious crowd gath- 
ered around him, he became terribly agi- 
tated. He began to mumble incohefently 
and etrike his breast and h'‘s hands. 

The sheriff motioned the spectators to 
go away. Before they could obey Jones 
rushed on his guard with maniacal fury, 
using his feet as Weapons. 

‘Turney caught him around the waist. 
As he did so the negro kicked him vicious- 
ly in the stomach. 

“Now Sheriff Turney is a Missouri athlete. 
He seized the darkey’s legs and tumbled 
him in a heap on the floor. 

Jones did not stay in a heap. He arose 
and the sheriff grabbed his hands, but he 
broke away and ran toward the door, while 
the spectators fled like frightened sheep. 
Jones was overtaken by the Sheriff and an- 
other struggle ensued. 

Jones kicked and bil, and Turney, not 
| wanting to hurt him, tried to force him to 
the floor. After a hard tussle the negrv 
was thrown and the Sheriff was rein/‘@rced 
by Policeman Dixon and the station watch- 
man.

After Three Decades It Is 
Partially Cleared. 


THE DEED OF A WOMAN. 


WASH NATHAN, THE SON, WAS 
INNOCENT OF THE CRIME. 


Whe Story of the Deed Brings to Light 
the Interesting History of Irene 
McCready, Who Could 
Have Told AlL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 2.—After three de- 
(@ades the Nathan murder mystery is 
| solved, as nearly solved as it ever will be. 

By the death of an aged woman in rural 
»} New Hampshire the problem that has 
‘puzzled the New York police for 30 years 
, was made plain, and the smirched memory 
; of Washington Nathan, now dead, is 


‘cleared of suspicion. 

_ More than this will never be known or 
‘eonjectured. The deed was not the work 
of a professional criminal, but of a woman; 


i;@nd the woman has gone where no pro- 
oess of human law can ever reach her. 
PART I. 
The Nathan Murder. 

The Nathan murder took place on July 
28, 1870. 
' For 40 years Benjamin Nathan and his 
brother, H. B. Nathan, had been with 
the Belmonts, the leading banking firm of 
the metropolis. 

On the afternoon of July 23 Mr. Nathan, 
accompanied by his ‘brother-in-law, J. , 
Lyons, and Mrs. Lyons, left his country 
Seat to come to town. The following day 
‘wae the anniversary of the death of his 
mother. He was a devout man and al- 
Ways spent that day praying in the eyna- 
goxeue. 

Early in the evening he left the Jzvons 

Pesidence in Nineteenth st. to go home. 
Mechanics and artisans had been at work 
in the house and a bed was made for him 
in the reception room, the front room on 
the second stury. 
. in the rear room on the same floor, sep- 
farated by dressing rooms, slept his old 
housekeeper, Ann Kelly. On the third floor 
‘were the chambers of his sons, Washington 
and Frederic. On the top floor Mrs. Kelly's 
gon, a man about 3), had a room. 

The house had been constructed to dead- 
‘en the noise from the street. The walls 
lgwere double and lined with felt. The doors 
fitted with nicety. The windows were pro- 
tected with straps and fitted with screens. 
| A few days before his death Benjamin 
‘“Wathan had said he felt happy and secure 
‘in his home, it was so well protected and 
‘oomfamable. 

' Barly in the evening Mr. Nathan asked 


they had not heard a sound. The thun- 
derstorm and the heavy, deadened walls 
may have explained this. Opinions differ 
as to whether the assailant had rified the 
banker’s clothes, found the key of the safe. 
ransacked it and was then discovered and 
felt compelled to kill the owner of the 
valuables; or whether Mr. Nathan had been 
induced to write the check, which, curious- 
ly enough, was dated a day ahead, and 
had then demurred at some other demana 
and a fight had ensued. 

The eldest son was by many suspected of 
having committed the murder, or of hay- 
ing had guilty knowledge of the crime. 

Circumstantial evidence was piled up 
against him, but nothing criminal was 
proved. 

He went abroad 
died there abroad, 
tervals. 

During one of these visits, in 1879, Wash- 
ington Nathan was calling upon Miss Alice 
Harrison, an actress, at her apartments in 
the Coleman House. A mysterious “Miss 
Zuland”’ and her maid had arrived the day 
before and had requested to be assigned 
to rooms near those occupied by Miss Har- 
rison. 

Shortly after Nathan’s arrival “Miss Zu- 
land’s’’ maid knocked at the door. As it 
opened she made a quick survey of the 
premises, apologized for her mistake and 
w-thdrew. 

Three minutes later “‘Miss Zuland’’ burst 
into the room and fired two shots from a 
revolver at Nathan's head. Miss Harrison 
ran screaming from the room. “Miss Zu- 
land”’ fled to her own apartment and Na- 
than, turning up his coat collar to hide the 
wound made by one of the bullete, hur- 
ried to a doctor’s office. 

The hotel proprietor found ‘‘Miss Zuland’’ 
tramping up and down the hotel corridors, 
raging about “Wash” Nathan and hinting 
at the troublous times of July, 1870. It wae 
long believed that she was the Clara Dale 
with whom Nathan had spent most of the 
evening on the night his father was mur- 
dered. 

He admitted at the inquest that he had 
been in the habit of visiting Clara Dale at 
lrene McCready's ‘house, and she testified 
in his behalf, establishing an alibi. 
Washington had always been a high liver. 
It was said he had quarreled with ‘his fa- 
ther about money and ‘was living beyond ‘his 
mens. 

The fact that he was the last one to hear 
his father speak tthat night and the first to 
discover ‘his body. together with the spec- 
tacle he presented at the door in bloody 
garments, combined to throw the gravest 
suepicion upon Washington Nathan. 

When he died in 1892 in France, whence 
he ‘had gone to escape the scandal that fol- 
lowed the murder, Washington Nathan was 
poor. ‘He had run through the $75,000 he 
inherited from ‘his father, $25,000 from his 
grandfather's estate and $10,000 fronk an 
aunt, in addition to $5000 per annum from 
a trust fund established by his mother. 
Various noted criminals have from time 
to time pretended to know who were in- 
volved in the murder, among others George 
Ellis, a Sing Sing convict; George Forrester. 
another desperado, and, lastly, Irving, the 
celebrated bank robber and burglar. But 
none has ever unraveled the myetery.

One Story of the Niece. 


When Irene McCréady’s ashes were scat- 
tered among the hills where she was born, 
in accordance with her wish, the nieces feit 
that the pledge of secrecy had been re- 
moved. One of them Mrs. Inez Bowen, 
now living at East Northfield, Mass., told 
the story last week: 

Her aunt's frame was racked with rheu- 
matism and she had two men to lift her 
about. She had grown dependent upon 
alcohol and in her cups would garrulously

Once, when one of her nieces said:

“Hush!” cried the old woman. “Don't 
you ever speak about that again! You 
were so little I never thought you'd know 
what we were talking about. Capt. Byrnes 
and I went all over that and I won’t have 
it mentioned again. I've never got any- 
body into trouble. Don't tell all you know 
and you won't either.”

10 BE REFORMED, 


Ludlow Will Make Changes 


at Havana. 


MISMANAGED BY SPANIARDS. 


‘PRISONERS LIVE IN IDLENESS 


AND DO NO WORK. 


The American General Will Introduce 
a New System and Divide the 
Men Confined Into Va- 
rious Classes. 


HAVANA, March 2.—Gen. Ludlow will 
shortly act on the recommendations of the 
committee which investigated the prison 
System of Havana, and will introduce some 
badly needed reforms in those institutions. 
Instead of being, as at present, secluded 
domiciles, where, away from the cares and 
troubles of the world, the prisoners carried 
on for their own benefit their ordinary avo- 
cations and enjoyed each other’s society, 
they will be placed on a more modern basis 


and serve as a deterrent to crimo rather 
than an encouragement. 

Labor for the State will be enforved and 
the present system of herding together 
changed for one where each will be separ- 
ated from his fellows. 

The first step taken will be in regard to 
the Presidio de la Habana, or the general 
penitentiary of the city. And sureiy, if any- 
where, reform be required it is here Tie 
present condition is nothing short of scun- 
dalous, and its continuance would be a dis- 
grace to any country calling itself civilized. 

When the Spaniards handed »ver posses- 
sion of the island on Jan. i there were over 
900 prisoners in the Presidio. The majority 
of these were negroes. Taney had been 
drafted from all the places of confinement 
in Havana. Some came from the Morro 
and gome from Cabanas. Manv were re- 


turned convicts from Ceuta, whom Spein 


had sent to Cuba after the signing of the 
seace protocol and whose release in Cuba 
ad been protested against by the Amert- 
can Evacuation Commission. The greater 
portion belonged to the infamous society of 
the Nanegoes, that band of robbers whose 
ambition was to excel in crime. 

The prison ds crowded into six large de- 
partments, two on the ground floor, two 
on the first and two on the second floor. 


Each department will accommodate 1) per- 


sons. The first is a superior room, fur- 
nished with cots, chairs and other conven- 
lences, and is reservedffor prisoners able to 
They are allowed to 
ring in their meals and enjoy all the pleas- 
ures of life with the one @xception of lib- 
erty. Close to them is the apartment re- 
served for Chinamen, of whom there are 
over 70 In the prison. 

On the first floor are the negroes; on the 
second the whites, 

All these huge flats :@e crowded with 
prisoners, Each man has a number on the 
wall, in front of which he unrolls his blan- 
ket and lies down at night to sleep. The 
only article of furniture is a huge water 
jar and a dipper. The place ia kept beau- 
tifully clean, but the moral ABPect can be 
imagined, of over 100 male criminals con- 
fined without restriction In one huge room 

Absolutely no labor itis performed save 
such as the prisoners care to do in order 
to obtain pocket money, Order is kept 
in each room by a sort of overseer who is 


chosen for his physical strength and eour- 


age. Armed with a huge club, he literally 
pounds his fellow-captives into submission 

In an airy gallery near the roof about 4 
convicts are engaged making cligare 


They are employed by an outside contrae- 


tor, who pays them about $7 per week. Thie 
money goes to them in full and the prison 
authorities have no contro! over it They 
have easy hours, smoke, have the news- 
papers read to them while they work. and 
altogether have punishment meted out to 
them in a manner found only In a Gilbert 
and Sullivan opera. They keep their fami- 
lies in the city, and there t« reason to be- 
lieve that they themeelves revisit the out- 
side os pretty regularly. 

n otner respects the prison is excellently 
conducted, the food ig £004 and wholesome 
and everything kept scrupulously clean.
